In fact, clothing prices this 
Spring are approximately the 
same as ten years ago, despite 
the general rise in the cost of 
living in that period. 

FOR THE FIRST time, you 
will find shoes labeled to notify 
you if they contain synthetic 
materials, or such lower grades 
of leather as split cowhide or 
pulverized leather. 

The new shoe labels represent 
@ unique victory for a little shoe 
repairman out in Medford, Ore- 
gon (little only in terms of! 
resources). Wilbur Gardner was | 
outraged by some of the inferior 
materials he found in shoes he 
repaired for moderate income 
families, and wrote literally 
thousands of letters to congress- 
men and others.

Now shoes beginning to arrive 
in the stores this Spring bear 
these labels. 

Unfortunately, the new FTC 
rules need further strengthening 
and policing, as the new labels 
are not always easy to find 
(ook inside the shoe), nor clear 
in language. For example, labels 
used by one of the largest chains 
on some low priced shoes mys- 
teriously read: “Olefinic upper— 
all other components man made 
materials.” 

By this, the seller means that 
the uppers are a plastic resembl- 
ing patent leather, and that the 
sole and other components are 
plastic and other synthetic 
materials.

In this case, the shoe is a 
Satisfactory one for its low price. 
The new plastic “patent type” 
uppers are sturdy but do not 
have the “breathing” ability of 
leather, which minimizes per- 
spiration. 

The new labels can be helpful 
in discovering whether inner- 
soles are made of lower quality 
materials, although the FTC 
rules here, too, are disappoint- 
ingly weak. They allow the 
sellers merely to state: “Inner- 
sole of non-leather shoeboard.” 

If you see this on the label, 
it will pay to ask the seller just 
what the “non-leather” material 
is. Whether it is plastic (fairly 
satisfactory) makes a big differ- 
ence. 

The rules do require that shoes 
made of split leather be labeled 
accordingly. Split leather is made 
of hides split into two or more 
thicknesses. It is sometimes 
treated so it looks like top grain 
leather but is not as durable, 
nor does it have as fine a tex- 
ture if you examine it closely. 

MORTGAGES: The decline in 
home building and heavy sav- 
ings deposits in banks are forc- 
ing down interest rates, now 
about one-half of one per cent 
less than a year ago. Most fre- 
quent rates now are 5% to 6 
per cent, with the West Coast, 
; as usual, at the highest levels. 


CARS: Prices of used cars de- 
clined this winter and now are 
a little more reasonable than a 
year ago. New car sellers are 
pushing the larger models again, 
with sales of economy compacts 
declining this year. But a family 
looking for moderate cost trans- 


portation still will seek out a) 


compact. In addition to lower 
initial cost, the compacts have 
been proven more economical to 
operate. 

Runzheimer & Company, Chi- 
cago accountants, made a study 
in the Chicago area for the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion, and found operating costs 
for an eight cylinder standard 
car to 3.8 cents a mile, but only 
2.7 for a domestic compact. This 
includes gas, maintenance and 
tires. 

To keep down food costs this 
month, use eggs to supplement 
or replace meat dishes and for 
sandwich fillings.

Sarah H. Newman, secretary 
of the National Consumers 
League, walked into the Senate 
Anti-Trust Subcommittee’s hear- 
ing room carrying a bag of 
groceries and household items. 

She pulled out three cans of 
tuna fish. 

One had a net weight of 5.5 
ounces and sold for 29 cents. 
Another weighed 9.25 ounces and 
cost 41 cents. Still a third 
weighed 7 ounces and the price 
was two cans for 57 cents. 

“You have to go through a 
complicated arithmetical prob- 
lem to decide which can is the 
best buy,” she told the subcom- 
mittee. 

“It is painfully apparent that 
the competition of the package 
has gone beyond the legitimate 
bounds of honest business 
ethics.” 

Mrs. Newman urged passage 
of the “truth in packaging” bill 
by Senator Philip A. Hart (D.- 
Mich.), co-sponsored by Senator 
Clair Engle (D.-Calif.). 

The bill is backed by Admin- 
istration representatives and 
virtually every major consumer 
group. 

Mildred Brady, Consumers Un- 
ion editorial director, said: 

“I measured the liquid from 
the can of cut wax beans because 
the few wax beans looked lonely 
in the saucepan. There was 1.25 
cups of liquid in a 2-cup can.” 

Senator Abraham Ribicoff (D.- 
Conn.), former Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
produced three identically sized 
cans of baking powder made by 
the same manufacturer. All 
sold for the same price. But 
“the quantity is each can is 
different,” Ribicoff said. 


Consumer bill 
permits seizures 


Assemblyman John Knox (D.- 
Richmond) is the author of a 
bill to permit the sealer of 
Weights and Measures to seize 
as evidence any package or con- 
tainer found to contain less than 
the amount stated on the label. 

Assemblyman Knox has also 
introduced a bill to apply the 
law governing private employ- 
ment agencies to private trade 
schools. Under Knox’s proposal, 
the law would cover both profit- 


making and non-profit trade 
schools, as well as_ business 
schools. 


The State Labor Commissioner 
would issue rules and regulations 
concerning advertising and 
placements by such schools.

ONE OF Governor Edmund G, 
(Pat) Brown’s major. efforts as 
California’s attorney general 
was to halt the spiraling round 
of increases in the price of 
natural gas from wholesalers. 


You and I buy our natural 
gas from Pacific Gas and Blec- 
tric Co., but PG&E gets it from 
companies like El Paso Natural 
Gas Co., which pipes it in from 
Texas. 

Even after he became gover- 
nor, Brown made a special trip 
to Washington, D.C., to get the 
Federal Power Commission to 
clamp down on retroactive rate 
increases by El Paso and other 
suppliers. 


CALIFORNIA’S Public Utilities 
Commission has played a lead- 
ing role in this battle on behalf 
of the consumer, 

A major victory has been won, 
And the Public Utilities Com- 
mission has ordered PG&E and 
other retail companies to work 
out plans for refunding $29 
million in “overcharges” to con- 
sumers. 

The refunds haven’t been 
collected yet from El Paso and 
other suppliers. But they have 
been approved. They will cover 
out-of-state gas deliveries from 
April 1955 to the end of 1957. 
PG&E and other gas retailers 
obtained rate increases from the 
PUC to cover the increased 
wholesale costs and now must 
pay them back because of the 
federal Power Commission’s re- 
jection of the wholesale hike. 
Don't count your dollars yet, 
however. The refund plans still 
must be approved by the FPC.

Carpenters’ fund 
ehandles 500,000 
claims in 10. years 


The Carpenters Health and 
Welfare Trust Fund for Califor- 
nia observed its 10th anniversary 
at a luncheon held by the Board 
of Trustees at the Fairmont 
Hotel in San: Francisco March 
14, 

Union trustees from Alameda 
County include C. R. Bartalini 
of Carpenters 36, executive sec- 
retary of the Bay District Coun- 
cil of Carpenters, and Charles 
Roe, business representative for 
Hayward Carpenters 1622. 

Chairman is F. O. Jorgensen, 
executive secretary of the Santa 
Clara Valley District Council of 
Carpenters. 

The fund was established dur- 
ing negotiations between the 
Carpenters and employers in 46 
Northern California counties, 
effective March 1, 1953. 

Administrator of the fund is 
C. Bruce Sutherland, who said 
it has processed and accepted 
some 500,000 individual claims 


@ during the 10 years. 


The fund has paid out more 
than $3514 million in benefits 
for Carpenters and their depend- 
ents for life and accidental 
death insurance, hospitalization, 
and surgical benefits, in-hospi- 
tal medical benefits and home 
and office medical benefits. 

In the latest year for which 
figures are available, the fund 
paid more than $5 million in 
benefits for retired Carpenters 
and wives under.a special pro- 
gram which went into effect in 
1960. 

The fund currently covers be- 
tween 32,000 and 35,000 Carpen- 
ters and their dependents. It has 
been used as a model by several 
funds in other areas,

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Sheet Metal Workers ink first 
union pact in Hotpoint history 


A 22 day strike at the Hot- 
point Division of General Elec- 
tric Co. in the Chicago area has 
ended. 

The company agreed to a 
first contract including. a provi- 
sion for arbitration of grievances 
involving layoffs, recalls and 
promotions. The pact also in- 
cludes a 21-day no-replacement 
clause for workers striking over 
grievances on job standards and 
wage incentives. 

The 30 month contract, with 
Sheet Metal Workers 57i, con- 
tains no immediate wage in- 
crease but has two wage openers, 
July, 1963, and August, 1964. It 
also has a September, 1963, 
opener for union security, arbi- 
tration and benefits. 

The union counsel called the 
21-day clause a “major gain.” 

Eventually, he said, the effect 
will be “to eliminate all unfair 
job standards.” 


Federal mediators brought the 
company and union together for 
three days after strikers began 
receiving union strike benefits. 

Local 571 won bargaining 
rights for 2,500 workers last 
May. Eight months of negotiat- 
ing produced not a single bar- 
gaining concession from Hot- 
point’s first offer, which was 
“not a penny” in wage increases 
or fringe benefits.

Fair Housing law is 
fair--and it’s needed 


For better or for worse, many eyes throughout the world 
will focus upon Berkeley next Tuesday. 

Will a city known for its great university and scholars 
prove that American ideals are more than hollow platitudes? 

Or will its voters be swayed by the bigots who say there 
are two kinds of Americans, depending upon the color of their 
skin. 

Will Berkeley voters admit to the world that the split-level 
public policy of the U.S. South also prevails in northern cities 
with substantial Negro minorities? 

The labor movement is against discrimination and special 
privilege. A lot of side issues have been injected into this 
election. But the basic point is whether you are going to cast 
your vote to help end racial prejudice in housing. A vote for 
the Fair Housing ordinance is a vote to end discrimination. 

The feverish arguments being shouted by the opponents 
of Fair Housing fail to stand up under sober analysis. 

The Berkeley ordinance doesn't dictate in any way to 
Jandlords and sellers, except that the choice cannot be made 
merely because of skin color. Landlords are still free to choose 
tenants. 

And, contrary to widespread belief, the ordinance won't 
even make it against the law to discriminate. Following the 
pattern of California's highly successful Fair Employment 
Practices Law, hearings and conciliation by a Board of Inter- 
group Relations are stressed. Only wilful violators of the 
board's eventual orders are prosecuted, and only a misdemeanor 
penalty, meted out by a court of law, can result. 

California has state anti-discrimination laws, but they cover 
only some housing transactions. City ordinances are needed, 
too. And, contrary to another myth perpetuated by the Berkeley 
opponents, several other states and cities — including New 
York state and city — have adequate, successful Fair Housing 
Jaws.
